his Folly is ſufficiently manifeſted, in.that he uh» taith, He wat, | 


and is Poor, ani knows how largely our Bounty and Charity. ex- 
tended towards kim, asa Perſon in Neceſſiry,amounting to about 


7. of 8. Shillings a Week for a great while together, belides f1x 


Pounds, thirtecen Shillings, foyr Pence half.peny disburſed tq 
his Relief at ſundry Times by Falter Afiers, whom he hath ſo {alſly 
accuſed; and then four Shillings a Week-for a goo01 while aſter 
his Recoverytill he. manifeſted his Wicked Spirit,for which he was 


at one of our Meetings, held at Hor fly down,on the 5th of the Gab | 


Month called Auguſt,9q. denyed by us, as having no Fellowſhip 
with kim, until he ſhould come to Repentance, as may be-ſeen by 
our Paper p:inted-in his own Book; and after all this, for him to 
Imagine, that. the X:n9 and the rwo Hoſes of Parliament ſhould 


concern themſelves with ſuch a Perſon to enquire out the-Cauſe cf -
